(a) Applicant's argument— There is no disclosure of a boundary. There is no disclosure of setting counter 20' to a 
predetermined value when a boundary is exceeded" on page 2. 

Examiner's response— Examiner respectfully disagrees. Viot et al clearly states: " Although not illustrated here, 



pulse accumulator 20 is also writtable, or presettable, by the CPU (FIG. 9). The logic necessary to implement this functionality will be 
apparaent to one of ordinary skill in the art" [col. 11, lines 42-45]. Therefore, setting different boundaries of accumulator 20' is a matter 
of design. 

(b) Applicant's argument— "Multiplexers 234 and 232 multiplex control signals . No count is supplied to counter 20' by 
either multiplexer " on page 2. 

Examiner's response— Examiner disagrees. Multiplexers 234 and 232 do not multiplex control signals. The 
multiplexer 232 multiplexes the output of the interval timer 18' with the contents of holding register 16' [Fig. 11] to produce a count 
up/down signal that goes to the counter of the accumulator 20' [ col. 17, line 65 to col. 18; col. 18, lines 27-37]. N 
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
